Assuming the whip is 5/8 at 44QMHz, and therefore about 16" long, using 
MMANA I came 

up with an LC matching network (C across the drive point and ground, L 
in series with 

the antenna) of 126nH/22pF. Using wire with 2mm diameter, the inductor 
would be 4 turns 

occupying 1.5cm on your coil form. 


If this is for mobile work, I would expect the characteristics to depend 
quite a lot on 
how it's mounted, etc, so be ready to experiment! 


Hope this helps.

After reading the message that Tim posted to the list last night, I thought 
that I would post this letter that I sent to the QST editor last year on 
the subject of tower climbing safety. ARRL chose not to publish 

my letter. 


I am by no means a tower climbing expert. There may be some 

who will disagree on what is good or safe climbing practice. I can 
only say that as an electronics technician who climbs short towers 
on a fairly frequent basis, safety is not an issue to treat lightly. 


Anyone who climbs should take a few minutes to think about the 
importance of climbing safety.

I am disappointed that none of the hams pictured on the cover of the July 
2002 QST appear to be wearing a full body harness. There is much more 

to climbing safety than just arresting a fall from a tower. If that was all 
that was needed then a body belt would be adequate. 


I've taken two tower climbing safety classes within the last four years and 
I take climbing safety very seriously as should each amateur. Each class has 


stressed two important factors about falls and fall protection systems. 


First, ANY fall in a climbing situation has the potential to be life 
threatening. 


Second, while as body belt may stop you from falling, they also can cause 
more harm than good. 


According to a paper presented at the 1998 International Fall Protection 
Symposium, just being suspended by a body belt alone WITHOUT INJURIES 
causes modification of cardiac rhythm within 2 to 12 minutes. 


According to a 1997 OSHA news release 97-341 "studies indicate that persons 
suspended in body belts receive internal injuries and cannot tolerate 
suspension long enough to allow for retrieval". 


In other words, internal injuries and effects due to reduced circulation 
caused by being suspended by a body belt may kill you before you are 
rescued. The suspension tolerance after a fall for a person wearing a body 
belt is approximately one minute. 


Because your weight is distributed over a full body harness, its use reduces 
the chance of internal injury due to a fall and it extends the amount of 
time you can be suspended. The suspension tolerance for someone wearing a 
full body harness is approximately 14 minutes. In addition, a full body 
harness prevents rollout (another problem with body belts). 


As of January 1998, use of full body harnesses for personal fall arrest 
systems have been mandated in industry. Fully body harnesses are fairly 
inexpensive, starting under $100. If an amateur radio operator can afford to 
own a tower, then for their safety they should own and use a full body 
harness when climbing. 


If ARRL choses to show amateurs climbing towers on the front cover of QST, 
then they have a responsibility to use a photograph that promotes climbing 
safety.

My question is about radials. I have 4 radials lying on top of 

my roof. Each is about 1/4 wave long and have to zig zag a bit to fit. 
I understand that elevated radials work better (i.e. fewer are needed), 
than ground radials. Does a wire lying on my roof count as "elevated"? 
Would it help to have them a couple inches off the roof? Or do they 
need to be up 8 feet off the roof to get the "elevated" benefit? 

It's an old wood frame house with composite shingles. 

Any ideas on how to model this in EZNEC? 


The antenna a homebrew vertical - it's a single band center 
loaded 1/4 vertical for 40 m made with one of those 20' 

fishing poles with a wire running through it. 

The fishing pole isn't quite 1/4 wave at 40 m, hence the need for 
center loading. I have the base of this mounted on top of 

my roof, about 20' up.

3. Replaced all caps with silver micas (same values) from Dan's Small Parts.

4. Squeezed the turns closer together of the output filter inductor closest 
to the antenna. Another 0.5W. 


5. Took off 1 turn from the other output filter inductor closest to the 


final. Big difference. I can now get almost 5W on the gel cell, and over 
6W output with a slight increase in power supply voltage.

Sorry if a similar item has been discussed already, but meeting my 
price point caught my attention! 


It is marketed by Walgreens and the instruction sheet say it is a 
Model 701071 and distributed by East West Distributing. 


It is about the size of a squat thick bar of soap and is powered by 
two AAA cells. 


Upon turn on it attempts to sync to WWVB. Now NJ is on the outer 
fringes of the WWVB coverage area (too far from Ft Collins, CO) so 
its syncing is marginal. It shows a tower symbol when syncing and 
flashes some ((( ))) around the tower when a signal is detected. The 
more (), the stronger the signal. Had to take it outside to even see 
a signal and 100 feet from power lines and houses to get it to sync. 
when it has achevied sync, the ((( ))) symbols and the tower symbol 
stop flansing 


Once sync'ed it seems to grab the signal for 24 hours or so. but the 
quartz clock inside is pretty good even between syncs. 


Alas it allows adjsutment only the the US time zones though it does 
have a 24 hour time display option. And it includes a thermometer 
that told me that it was 91.8 deg in my back yard this last Sunday! 


All in all its well worth the price - assuming the lack of Zulu time 
display is not critical.

Neale tle Bott i So, I got a piece of ribbon cable 50 feet long and did 
the following: 


1. I separated two conductors from the cable, and had a two conductor 
strand that was 50 feet long. 


2. I measured 26 feet and marked with a marker. 


3. I then took one nylon cable tie, put it through the eye of a small 
fishing snap swivel, and then tighten it around the cable. This would 
become the center support of the doublet. I would use the snap to hook to 
the eye at the top of the SD20 fiberglass fishing pole. 


4. Next, I split the two strands to the 26 ft. mark and the nylon cable 
tie. (It not only attaches the snap swivel, it also keeps the cable from 
splitting farther.) I now have a NorCal Doublet with two 26 ft. legs, and 
a 24 ft. feedline of 2 conductor ribbon cable that acts as twin lead. 


5. I attach a ten ft. piece of heavy string, actually it is nylon cord, 
to each end of the legs. I use 20 penney nails as anchors if there is 
nothing to tie off the Doublet to. 


6. The last thing is to attach the feedline to my ZM-2 Tuner and I am 
ready to rock and roll on 10 - 40 meters."

Ah...knowing where you can cheat--that is indeed the "art" of radio 
construction (not to be confused with K8IQY's construction technique, which 
is a whole 'nuther class of art...). 


Often a SM is used either because of voltage, as a positive/negative drift 
compensation (most often only determined by experimentation), because it is 
there (I don't think 42pF is a standard value, but the author might have 
been able to find one) or because of part tolerance. Without knowing 
exactly where in the circuit it is, it's tough to say for 100% certainty, 
but if I were a betting man, I'd bet it would be worth a try, especially 
since you already said it's not in the VFO itself. 


Many NPO ceramics are in the 10% tolerance range, which means that your 
39+3pF could range from 37.8pF to 46.2pF. Ask yourself if this will matter 
(for example, if there is a variable capacitor in parallel, how much will 
this affect the overall capacitance range?). 


Or you might just do what would probably I do, which is try it and see. If 
it doesn't work, figure out why--that's how you learn the "art" of radio 
construction.

Passive DBMs end up needing a bunch of power. The 602, while it has it's 
issues, is awfully good. It also depends a bit on the band. In most cases, 
you would be hard pressed to tell on 20 or 30 whether a rig has a DBM or a 
602 without opening it up, or measuring the power. Come sweepstakes 
weekend, it's a different story. 


So, do you double the receive current in order to accommodate one or two 
weekends a year, when your market consists of a lot of people who carry 
their batteries out to the field? 


The 602 also simplifies things, which is part of the reason why the receive 
current is low. For a passive DBM, you need to provide more LO power, which 
makes it harder to keep the VFO stable, and you need to provide RF 
amplification. On the higher frequencies, that RF amplification can be 
relatively hard to come by, too. The 602 has enough gain within the chip 
for most of the HF spectrum. It actually has too much for the lower 
frequencies, but a resistor is a lot simpler than a decent, IM-proof, RF 
amp. 


Even so, operate an NC-20 for a while, which has a passive mixer, in crowded 
band conditions. Then operate a K1. The K1 is darned good, but it is 
visibly inferior to the NC-20. But, if you carry your batteries to the 
field, the NC-20 will operate half as long on the same batteries. Do you 
choose dared good, or go for better than that, but sacrifice half your 
operating time, AND make the rig more complex? 


Like anything else, it seems, the answer is always "it depends..."

The 602 has about 14 dB gain vs the ring mixer which has 6 dB loss. 
The ring mixer will handle much larger input signals without 
generating spurious output signals but at the cost of circuit 
complexity, PCB space. 


For field day operation where you might have other radios 
transmitting in your vicinity, you would certainly want to use 
a diode ring mixer front end vs a 602, but if you were to go 
backpacking then it is a no brainer to use a 602 front end rig.
